Range of the Nightingale. 
(From The Outlook.) 

The idea of the nightingale being a mel- 
ancholy bird might have originated in the 
classical mvth—the not-was. {f we may bor- 
row the literal translation of the Russian 
word for legend. For Philomela, the night- 
ingale of the Greeks, was once a human 
maiden who had known the depths of sor- 
row. And to them the bird was still la- 
menting the woes of the girl, whose tongve 
had been cruelly cut ont. 

The erratic distribution of the nightin- 
gale is a curious and interesting problem in 
bird life. No other bird in the British Isles 
is sO remarkably restricted tn its range. They 
‘delectable Duchy’’ does not attract it; it 
does not visit the Emerald Isle; the ‘‘land 
of brow heath and shaggy wood" has no 
charms for it; only one spot in gallant little 
Wales, the neighborhood of Cowbridge, is 
honored with its visits. And in England only 
on the east side of a line drawn from the 
mouth of the Tees t the.coast of Dorsset 
does it find its fastidious taste shited. 

And in France it avoids the western part; 
rocky Britanny knows it not. Many yeare 
ago Sr John Sinclair endeavored to induce 
the nightingale to extend its summer range 
to ‘Caledonia sfern and wild.”’ His attempt 
wes founded on the well-known fact that 
Tnigratory birds return to the spot where 
they were reared. Orders. were given to a 
Léndon dealer for as many inightingales’ 
egge as he could produoe at the rate of one 
shilling each. These were dispatched to 
Scotiand and placed in robins’ nests, where 
they were duly hatched and reared. But 
they never returned to Scotiand after their 
autumn migration. 

In Europe the nightingale goes as far 
north as Copenhagen. The reason for this 
curlously restricted range is not known. But 
without wishing to propound any theory, 
we may note a curious coincidence between 
_the geclogt etructure of the country and 
_ the distriBution of the bird, for the line

He did not 
show up that night.

It was 
two days later when the dead body 
was found In the woods, about one 
quarter of a mile from his home. He

tied the chain to the tree, and Jumped 
off, breaking his neck.

Jackson, Miss. August 28.—(Special.)— 
The prohibitionists in Mississippi are 
wearing broad smiles these days, and 
the cause of their good humor is the 
election of Hon. E. F. Noel to the gov- 
ernorship, which they regard as almost 
equivalent to the enactment of a statu- 
tory prohibition law that will put every 
saloon in the state out of business. 

Although Mr. Noel’s opponent was 
pledged to prohibition, the temperance 
leaders do not believe that he would 
have given the aggressive support to the 
measure that they expect from Mr. Noel, 
taking 1: for granted that the latter will 
not only urge the legisiature by mes- 
Sage to put the saloon out of business, 
but that he will also become a worker 
in the ranks, and use his influence with 
the lawmakers to secure the passage of 
the bill, which means much more than 
his moral support. 

Not a saloon keeper in Mississipp! 
voted for Mr. Noel, and ft would there- 
fore seem that the prohibitionists have 
good grounds for rejoicirg. They have 
felt confident of ‘heir ability to get the 
statutory measure through at the com- 
Ing session, but with a prohibition gov- 
ernor in office they now regard success 
as absolutely certain. 

The prohibitionists will not be con- 
tent, however, with a mere statutory 
enactment, which would be subject to 
repeal at any succeeding session, thus 
letting down the bars again. They will 
also demand the enactment of a con- 
| current resolution submitting an 
amendment for constitutional 
tion to the people. to be voted on in 


1908, and this is where they will have | 


to make their main fight. The pur- 
pose of the statutory law is to be ef- 
fective only until prohibition can be 
made a part of the organic law. 
Opposition from the National Liquor 
Dealers’ Association is expected. In 
fact, it Is known that the association 
has already sent several scouts into 
the state, doubtless for the purpose of 
ascertaining public sentiment. But the 
prohibition element is in better battle 
array than ever before in this state.

The president of the board of 
trade, Mr. Lioyd-George, ana the pres- 
ident of the local government board, 
Mr. Burns, are going to Germany, 
where they will study trade develop- 
ment and social reforms, with the view 
of the introduction into Great Brittain 
of some of the methods in vogue there.

There is a concerted effort among the 
roads that are classe; above the 2 1|-2- 
icent basis to have a 2 |-2-cent rate flat, 
made throughout the state.

HUNGARIAN-AMERIOCAN BANK. 


Institution Soon to Begin 
Business in New Yorts,.- ” 

New York, August 28.—Announcement 
is made of the establishment in this 
city of the Hungarian-American bank, 
which purposes to provide for and de- 
velop financial and commercial rela- 
tions between this country and Hun- 
gary. The new bank has been organ- 
ized under the laws of New York. It 
will open’for business on October Il. 
The new institution is capitalized at 
$400,000: Half the capital, $200,000, 
was subscribed by the. Central Credit 
bank of Hungary. The remaining 
$200,000 of the capital stock has been 
taken up by the local interests asso- 
elated chiefly with banking enter- 
prises. 

There are in the United States no 
fewer than 2,600,000 Hungarians, and 
they send back to their friends and 
relatives in Hungary some. $80,000,000 
every year, or about $30 a year each.

OUR FORESTS 
ARE IN DANGER 


Secretary Wilson Says They 
Will be Wiped Out 
Soon. 


Chicago, August 28.—“If better crops, 
more general propagation, and a fos‘er- 
ing of present conditions are not ob- 
served, the forests of the United States 
will be practically wiped out inside of 
another ten years,” was the declaration 
made by Secretary of Agriculture James 
Wilson at the Auditorium hotel. 

The secretary reached Chicago on his 
way to Washington from a tour of in- 
spection of the government preserves in 
the west. ‘ 

“The pine timber of Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota,’ he said, “is ppacti- 
cally wiped out. Forest fires are the one 
great thing to be guarded against, and 
for that protection the government has 
employed thousands of men to watch 
for fires. <A person can ride for miles 
through Michigan, Wisconsin and Min- 
nesota and see barren sections where 
formerly grew out great pine forests. 
Fires: started either carelessly or other- 
wise have wiped out millions and mil- 
lions of dollars’ worth of the best of 
our hardwood. Unless something Is 
done we will not have enough hardwood 
in fifteen years at the latest, to make 
an old-fashioned bedstead. 

‘President Roosevelt has done much 
for the preservation of our forests. More, 
I might truthfully say, than all of our 
other presidents combined.” 

The secretary expressed the beHMef that 
the next congress should immediately 
take up the forestry matter.

If it has this authority, and there 
does not appear to have been any- 
thing in the nature of authority that 
was denied it, then the commission 
is confronted by a plain duty to the 
people of the state, action upon which 
cannot be too speedily taken.

Tobacco. 

The statistical expert of the United 
States has been figuring on how much 
money goes up every year in this 
country in smoke—tobacco smoke. 

With him it is not a*case of—

Instead, Uncle Sam has gone to the 
records and unearthed the figures to 


‘Show that Virginia in 1810 produced 


tobacco and snuff valued at nearly a 
half million of dollars, and in 1840, 
out of twenty-eight states which re- 
ported the manufacture of tobacco, 
Virginia had ‘tobacco products worth 
$2,819,568, ‘or one-half of the total 
product of the country. In ten years 
more her product doubled. 

But Virginia’s preeminence as a 
manufacturer of tobacco has not been 
maintained in recent years, She has 
even fallen to fourth place as a to- 
bacco producer, the returns for 1905 
showing that Missouri and North Car- 
olina produced nearly one-half of the 
chewing and smoking tobacco and 
snuff raised in this country. The 
value of Missouri’s product was nearly 
thirty millions of dollars, that of 
North Carolina twenty-five and one- 
half millions. Kentucky produced to- 
bacco valued at thirteen millions and 
Virginia raised a crop valued at ten 
millions. 

Florida ranks. fourth in the manu- 
facture of cigars and cigarettes, the 
value of her product being $16,:64,276 
in 1905. New York that year reported 
$60,623,617, ‘or 28.3 per cent of the 
total manufactures of the country. 

Any discussion of the production or 
manufacture of tobacco must neces- 
perily take into consideration the in- 
fluence of the tobacco trust. The re- 
port of the bureau of manufactures 
shows that the state of New Jersey 
recorded an increase n the manu- 
facture of cigars and cigarettes from 
$2,647,595 in 1900, to $8,331,611 in 1905. 
This increase is attributed by Mr. 
William M. Steuart, the chief statis- 
tician, ‘to “the establishment of a 
number of large cigar factories, most 
ef which were owned by one corpora- 
tion.” The amount of capital in- 
vested in this business also increased 
nearly 200 per cent in the five years. 
» Another interesting feature of the 
report is that it shows the United

This manufacturing industry 
gave employment to 159,408 persons, 
including 85,691 men, 66,301 womén 
and 7,416 children. under 16 years 
of age.

of a candidate of its own, which it 
cannot accomplish without naming or 
indorsing any candidate for any office 
O° @ political nature. In fact, in its 
very aloofness from politics Hes the 
strength of the organization, for all 
successful candidates will accord it 
the greater consideration in the hope 
of attracting the individual suffrages 
of its members. The advantage which 
it thus holds, far superior as it is to 
one in which it might sometimes meet 
with opposition from officials whom 
it had opposed, makes it possible for 
the union to demand and secure such 
reasonable legislation as may be of 
service to its members, indeed, to the 
farming interests of the whole state. 
In no small degree has the effect of 
ite requests in this direction already 
been felt. 

And so, if the Farmers’ Union can 
avoid the dangers of the political 
shoals, and at the same time wield 
far greater power in furthering its 
own righteous aims, both from a gov- 
ernmenta] standpoint and in the world 
cf business, would it not be the part 
of folly to take that step which has 
brought the downfall of every other 
similar organization that has tried it? 

It is a question about which thefe 
really should be no argument. But 
the union has grown so in strength 
and power in recent years, even in 
recent months, that some of its lead- 
ers, not unnaturally, perhaps, fear 
there may develop a sporadic tenden- 
cy to use that power in a direction 
which the principles of the organiza- 
tion do not contemplate. Politics are 
seductive when the power ,to control 
is at hand, and the greatest lesson 
pewer has to learn is restraint, with- 
out which it may lose its force. 

It is well, therefore, for the union 
leaders to keep these lessons and 
union principles wel] before the mem- 
bers of the organization, which can 
ard will accomplish all of the great 
works it has undertaken, if it only 
persists in the right path. The union 
undoubtedly has its enemies who 
would rejoice in its fall, and know- 
ing so well that a fatal step would 
bring it about, they would unquestion- 
ably, as President Duckworth says, 
gladly pay the price to get it into 
politics.

COTTON:GRADING TAUGHT — 


Andalusia, Ala., August 26.—The Ala- 
bama convention of the Farmegs’ Union 
now in session here reveals some very 
remarkable things accomplished Guring 


the year that is now drawing to a close. 
‘Numerous warehouses have been built 


‘and cotton companies chartered. 


From one end of the state to the oth- 
er come cheering reports of the work 
done in the interest of warehouses un- 
til now there is hardly a ‘county but 
in which the organization has from one 
‘to four warehouses, either doing busi- 
ness or are ready to handle the crop 
of this year. 

The union in Alabama has kept pace 
with other states in all thiggs ‘nat per- 
tain to the welfare of the order. The 
‘organization has had but one ‘purpose in 
view and that purpose has been the 
benefiting of the membDership. Many 
things have been attempted and ac- 
‘complished that was thought to be im- 
possible. 

The cotton school held at Auburn dur- 
ling the summer, was one of the feat- 
‘ures attempted by the union which 
‘many pictured would be a failure, .but 
to the surprise of both friena and foe 
(it was in every way a success. Forty- 
‘four counties sent sixty pupils to this 
/school and all stood through examina- 
tions. These graduates of the cotion 
,school will be the graders of the union 
‘cotton stored in the union warehouses 
‘by the membership. The cotton school 
just closed is but the beginning of a 
system of such schools to be continued 
year after year at Auburn and other 
places in the state. 
| In these cotton schools the pupils are 
‘taught how to grade cotton and how to 
|keep correctly a set of warehouse books, 
two very important things that every 
farmer has wisheg for for many years. 
The Farmers’ Union came preaching the 
need for a better educated farming class 
and already the efforts put rorth by 
‘the movement has borne fruit in the 
establishment of cotton schools here in 
Alabama and in other states. These 
sixty students studied coiron grading 
and warehouse bookkKeeping by actually 
doing the work of a grader and book- 
keeper under the direct supervision of 
experts. They were taught the theory 
by actually operating a warehouse as

Every one of the graduates are fully 
equipped to run successfully any ware 
‘house on the best approved modern 
‘plan. The cotton will be guaranteed as 
to grade and weight and through this 
suerantee it is said to be an assurea 
fact that direct trade relations will be 
established between spinner and grow- 
ers. 

It seems passing strange that the so- 


have been. run all these years and no 
one even thought of having co‘ton grad- 
ing taught as a science. These schools 
have doubtless done good but it séems 
that the things which the farmer ‘wish- 
ed most of all to know was religiously 
avoided by the faculties of these schools. 
The states have appropriated thousands 
of dollars annually to maintain and 
finance the agricultural school as ad- 
juncts to other instituttons, and the 
students were taught how to grow more 
cotton, the very thing that ought not 
to have been taught. 

It remained for the farmers to get 
together and outline a system of educa- 


tion that was thought to be really bene- 
ficial to their interest. 

The Farmers’ Union began the agita- 
tion for education as one of Its final de 
‘@oands and aroused the people as never 
before. The cotton schools of Alabama 
and of other states are all the outgrowth 
of agitation by the first organizers of 
the order. 

The Alabama school has been a success. 
A student describes the school and its 
methods as follows: 

“The school opened with Colonel J. M. 
Thornton, of Talladega, in charge, It is 
divided into four classes, and each class 
has chosen from their number a chair- 
man. Colonel Thornton lectures to the 
‘whole school one hour every morning 
land then he takes it by classes and 
‘lectures to each class thirty minutes 
morning and afternoon. He has all the 
products of the cotton plant from the 
seed to the finished product from. the 
mill. He explains how to breed, select 
and treat cotton seed for planting; also 
how much more profitable it is for us 
to gather oug cotton nice and dry. It 
is almost a disgrace to the agricultural 
class of Alabama to see how fgnorant 
and careless the farmers have been 
about improving, cultivating and har- 
lvesting our agricultural products.”

Governor Signs Order for Five 
| Mills, 


THE CONSTITUTIONAL LIMIT 


Georgians Must Pay State Five 
Mills on the Dollar This Year. 
Rate for 1906 Was 4.80. 
State’s Revenue. 


_ Governor Smith yesterday signed an 
order making the state tax rate for 
1907 the full 5 mills allowed by the 
constitution. 

Last year the rate was only 4.80 mills, 
an increase of twenty one-hundredths, 
or a fifth of a mill. 

The tax to be collectéd in this man- 
ner is apportioned as follows: 

For general purposes, 35-100 mills. 

For the common school fund | 80-100 
mills. 

For the sinking fund, 15-100 mill. 

Total, 5 mills. 

The increased appropriations and the 
fact that the prohibition law will de- 
prive the state of a quarter of a mil- 
'lion dollars in licenses made it im- 
| perative that the rate be raised. One 
\of the last acts of the recent general 
assembly was a special tax act pass- 
ed which authorized the governor and 
attorney general to make the levy at 
the maximum. rate allowed under the 
constitution. 

With the increosed property and cor- 
|poration returns taxed at the rate of 
$5 on $1,000 instead of $4.80 on $1,000, 
Captain “Tip” Harrison, of the comp- 
troller general's office, has figured it 
out that the taxes, gross, to be col- 
lected from this source wil be $4,450,- 
917 for this year, as against $3.012,156 
for 1906, or a clear gain of $1,436,000. 

This will not be all of the state’s 
| revenue, for special taxes, the rental 
of the state road and the convict hire 
are to be added, which will bring it up 
to the neighborhood of $6,000,000.

Sixteen Battleships bo In 
Great Fleet 


POWER ON PACIFIC (COAST 


Details and Itinerary of Long Jour- 
ney Are Given Out—Start Decem- 
ber 15 From Hampton Roeds. 
Stop Five Times, One 
Month at Magda- 
lena Bay. 


Fort Monroe, Va., August 28.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Fifteen of the sixteen battleships 
which will make the cruise to the Pa- 
winter hie at anchor kere, 
ready to put to sea tomorrow morning 
for fleet drills and battle maneuvers. 
tear Admiral Evans, commander-in- 
chief of the Atlantic fleet, returned to 
his flagship, the Connecticut, yester- 
day, and altnough he has not spoken a 
worce of the conference with the presi- 
dent at Oyster Bay on Friday, it is now 
realized that there is no turning back 
in the policy which will strengthen 
American prestige by transferring the 
bulk of the American sea power to the 
Pacific, where the national responsi- 
bilities and interests are heaviest. 

President Roosevelt found out at the 
conference at Oyster Bay on Friday 
that the fleet required only the general 
repairs of the usual fall docking to be 
ready for the cruise of 13,772 knots 
from Hampton Roaas to San Francisco. 
The magnitude of the undertaking may 
be realized when it is stated that at 
no time, if present plans are followed, 
will the fleet be separated. This 
means that !6 American battleships 
will visit five South American ports 
at four of which never more than four 
have been seen at one time. It means 
that 15,000 officers and men muat be 
given liberty in at least two of the 
ports of call where not more than 800 
have ever gone ashore before. It means 
that 28 colliers will be required to ship 
to the ports where the fleet will stop 
the coal necessary ior tnem to make 
the voyage.
